JUDGMENT FOR A PLAINTIFF SET

The action was tried last 
April by Mr. Justice Kenny and a jury, and on 
the findings of the jury judgment was entered for 
the plaintiff for 2125 and costs 

The Court held that there was no evidence to 
support the findings of the jury that the defen- 
dant’s brother, Hector Speirs, who was driving the 
motor car at the time of the accident, was actin 
as @ servant of the defendant within the scope 6 
his authority, and that the prohibition against 
Hector taking out the car without the defendant's 
permssion was waived at this period. The judg- 
ment entered for the plaintiff was set aside, and 
judgment was entered for the defendant, with costs.

The report of the Mesopotamia Commis- 
sicn, of which we print a summary else- 
where, does not make such tragic reading 
as the report of the Dardanelles Commis- 
sion. It presents many parallels, exposing 
the same wholesale muddling which led to 
the disastrous failure at Gallipoli, bat there 
is this vital difference—that in the Meso- 
potamian ‘campaign victory has since been 
wrested from defeat. All that audacious 
gallantry of our soldiers which the inepti- 
tude of those who directed them throws 
into higher relief was in this case not in 
vain. The bitter memory of the fall of 
Kut and the surrender of General 
Townshend and his immortal. division—an 
everit’ which we in. Dublin have especial 
cause to recall, for it was the first news 
which greeted us when the veil that fell 
between us and the world during the 
Rebellion of last year was lifted—has 


been swept “away by General Maude s |: 


triumphant advance to Bagdad and 
beyond. That subsequent success suffi- 
ciently confirms the Commission’s con- 
clusion that the expedition was “a justi- 
fiable enterprise, but of such a character 
that it required during its inception and 
development the most. careful watching. 
and preparation.” It required both and 


received neither. To the lack of either, The only true solution of the housing

against Bagdad could never have been 
made. The report, however, puts first “in 
erder and sequence of responsibility ”- Sir 
John Nixon, the first Commander-in-Chief 
in Mesopotamia. His “confident optimism ” 
was the main cause of the decision to ad- 
vance on Bagdad, which, inthe conditions 
of the winter of 1915, was “an offensive 
movement based upon political and mili- 
tary miscalculations, and attempted with 
tired and insufficient forces and inade- 
quate preparation.” General Townshend’s 
splendid effort to fulfil the extravagant 
mission entrusted to him, ending in the 
entanglement of Kut, and the costly and 
ineffective attempts at his relief, exposed 
\in turn the responsibility for failure of the 
Indian. authorities, civil and. military. 
The Viceroy, Viscount Hardinge, “as the 
head of the Executive, and the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in India, Sir Beauchamp 
‘| Duff, share this part of the responsibility. 
They fitted out an expedition which was: 
to conquer Mesopotamia on the scale of 
frontier warfare, and below even this scale 
in so far as its medical arrangements were 
concerned. Its requirements for a whole 
year received from them “meagre. atten- 
tion and illiberal-treatment.”. No liaison 
was established between Simla and Meso- 
potamia; Sir Beauchamp Duff never went 
even so far as Bombay curing the crisis 
of the campaign. Sir Percy Lake, who 
succeeded Sir John Nixon in command, 
admitted that until his arrival in Mesopo- 
tamia he had no conception of the situa- 
tron, though he had been .Chieí of Staff.at 
Simla. It is typical of the confusion that 
a telegram of vital importance, reporting 
a concentration of 60,000 ‘Turks near Bag- 
dad, was never transmitted from Simla to 
Sir John Nixon. The redeeming feature of 
this melancholy record of mismanagement 
is the almost incredible devotion and 
achievement of the troops. Condcmned to 
depend. on. “makeshift and haná-to- 
mouth contrivances,” General Townshérd 
and his men conquered all Lower Mesopo- 
tamia ; they did everything except the im- 
possible, and very nearly did that. At 
the last the indomitable quality of their 
spirit triumphed over material disaster. 
The fall of Kut, it was anticipated, would 
result in a grave loss of British prestige. 
In fact, the Commission finds, the loss was 
small, thanks to the deep and lasting im- 
pression which General Townshend’s divi- 
sion had made throughout the Middle Kast 
by its splendid fighting power.

Houses for Workers. 


The memorial which has been addressed 
to the Treasury“ bythe Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce's Housing’ Reform Committee, 
the Dublin Citizens’ Associatitn, and the 
Dublin Tenants’ Association will provoke 
mingled feelings in the thoughtful rate- 
payer. It discloses a thoroughly bad state 
of affairs, but gives us hope (for the first 
time in the lamentable history of the 
city’s housing question) that a remedy can, 
and will, ‘be found. In the case of the 
particular incident with’ which the mémo- 
rial deals the mischief has been done, and 
the only prospect of relief lies in the suc- 
cess of an ad misericordiam appeal to the 
Treasury. Of-all the bad housing schemes 
which the Dublin Corporation has pro- 
moted in recent years the worst is its 
scheme for the building of workmen’s 
cottages- in the Spitalfields area. It 
offends every principle of civic science: 
it is unsound from the sanitary, social, 
and financial points of view. The scheme 
involves .the building of seventy-five 
cotiages in a slum area in the middle of 
the city, at a loss to the ratepayers which 
wil} begin at £1,600 a year, and will con- 
tinue for sixty years. For two years the 
Local Government Board refused its sanc- 


the scheme root and branch, and Sir 
Henry Robinson, the Vice-President of the 
Board, described it as “ intrinsically bad.” 
Then, a few months ago, the Board made 
a volte-face. It sanctioned the scheme, and 
in March Mr. Duke persuaded the Trea- 
sury to advance loans for the building of 
these seventy-five cottages.

at any rate, sudden pressure by unem- 
ployed men ani by public bodies has been 
met by all sorts of hasty and uneconomic 
expedients, No doubt, the Corporation 's 
bad scheme was accepted because it had 
become necessary to spend money in 
Dublin, and the Government was com- 
pelled to take more thought ff the imme- 
diate needs ef Dublin workers than for 
the future health of their children. The 
necessity was the result, however, of the 
Government's own want of organisation 
and forethought, and it would be grossly 
unfair to penalise the ratepayers of Dublin 
on that account. The memorial’s demand 
that the Treasury shall remit the pay- 
ment of interest on its advances for the 
Spitalfields scheme is just and reasonable, 
and we hope that the Dublin members of 
Parliament will give it their best support. 
The really encouraging feature of this 
memorial is the fact that it represents a 
strong combination of moral, social, and 
economic forces. The Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Citizens’ Association stand 
for the wealth, business experience, and 
enlightened public conscience of the city. 
The Tenants’ Association stands for the 
people who are really most concerned in 
the housing question, and hitherto have 
been the most ‘completely ignored—the 
decent working-classes of Dublin. If this 
combination sticks together, it will soon 
acquire an influence that even the Dublin 
Corporation will be compelled to respect.

The Commissioners endorse the findings as 
Surgeon-Gentral Hathaway, who, in 
their judgment, showed himself unfit for the 
high administrative office which he held. So 
far as Sir John Nixon is concerned, however, 
they think he was throughout solicitous as to 
the condition of the wounded. The main 
mistake he made was to rely too absolutely on 
the siatements made to him by his Deputy- 
Director of Médical Service, Surgeon-General 
To that exient he may be blamed, 
he stands, so far as responsibility is con- 
cerned, in a very different position from that 
occupied by Surgeon-General Hathaway.’

ERRORS AND SHORTCOMINGS. 

Dealing with the causes contributing to errors 
of judgment, and the shortcomings of the re- 
sponsible authorities, the Commissioners say 
that at the beginning of the war, from the 
Intelligence and the General Staff point of 
view, Mesopotamia was no man's: child. or 
rather the foster child of Simla and White- 
hall, and the acknowledged child of 

t was only in September, 1914, after 
the contributions of India to the ex- 
peditions to France, Egypt, and East Africa had 
been settled, and their military establishments 
thus depleted, that the Secretary for India 
directed, from Whitehall, the Indian Govern- 
ment to send a brigade to the head of 
Persian Gulf. 

The Indian Government was tukewarm. 
By March, 1915, it was only under com- 
pulsion of the most imperative order from 
Whitehall that the reinforcements necessary 
to bring up the force to the strength of two 
divisions were sent. The attitude of the 
India Office was one of reluctant acceptance 
of the forward movements advocated by 
Simia. Simla and Whitehall were not puill- 
ing well together. 

But as soon as the troops sent out amounted 
to two divisions, the rd/e¢ was reversed, and the 
Indian Government were constantly pressing 
upon the home authorities the necessity of an 
advance : 

SIR JOHN NIXON'S CRITICISMS. 

Sir John Nixon, we think, with Justice, 
criticised the discrepancy between his orders and 
the criticism of his operations, 

Makeshifts and hand-to-mouth  con- 
trivances became the order of the day, as 
they gave, at less immediate expenditure, a 
quicker, though ephemeral, return. 


SIR PERCY LAKE’S ADMISSION. 

In January, 1916, Sir Percy Lake succeeded 
Sir John Nixon, Sir Perey admitted that in 
no sense did he realise the nature of the ob- 
stacles to be overcome, or the magnitude of the 
exertion necessary to enable them to be sur 
mounted, until he took over the command in 
Mesopotamia. Yet, Sir Perey Lake was Chief of 
the Staff at Simla, and in constant communica- 
tion with the Commander-in-Chief, Sir Reau- 
champ Duff. The latter never visited Bombay 
during the crisis of the war, nor had an: 
permanent member of the Headquarter Sta 
being stationed there, Requisitions, indents, 
applications for leave, which could ave been 
settled in Bombay, had to go to Bimla. 


LORD "HARDINGE AND THE MEDICAL 
ARRANGEMENTS. 
Lord Hardinge, in one ktter—February

OFFICIAL RELATIONS. 


Dealing with the relations. between the-Seore- 
tary of State and the Governor-General, and 
their respective councils, the Commissioners find 
that the system of substituting private tele- 
grams for public telegrams had beeome ihe 
regular channel of official inter-communication. 
One of the most important of these private 
telegrams, conveying news and seriéus informa- 
tion as to the possible concentration of 60.000 
Turkish troops near Bagdad, was, in conse- 
quence of its being marked private, not filed in 
the Military . Department, and was not 
transmitted to Sir John Nixon in Mesopotamia. 


| We believe that the Governor-General’s Council 


was never consulted, nor were they party to the 
campaign in Mesopotamia. Their opinion waa 
not asked. 


THE ADVANCE TO BAGDAD. 

As regards the advance to Bagdad, 
had the civilian members of the Counei] been 
taken into the full confidence of the Viceroy, 
they would have been able to afford assistance 
in problems which became almost insoluble. As ' 
the Council of the Governor-General were not 
consulted, they cannot be held responsible for 
what oceurred in the Mesopotamian campaign. 

On the Viceroy and the Commander-in.

AGAINST CONSCIENTIOUS

no charge or insinuation against the physical 
courage of such men, but their action was 
anarchic and dangerously criminal at a time 
when the State's existence was at stake.

Sir GEOKGR CAVE said that these men had 
been given rights under the Military Service 
Acts, and the House ought not to penalise them 
for exercising their statutory rights. On the 
whole, the Government. thought that the House 
would be best consulting its own dignity and 
the interests of justice by declining to accept 
the amendment.

AIR RAIDS AND 
REPRISALS. 


STATEMENT BY LORD 
DERBY. 


Replying to questions on air raids ana 
reprisals in the House of Lords last night, 

The Ear] of DERBY said that he would deal 
with the questions on the paper, and then 
with the general considerations raised in the 
debate. The answer to the first question was 
in the negative. The defence of London against 
aircraft must be part and parcel of the defence 
of the kingdom as a whole. It was under the 
direction of Lord French, in whom the Govern- 
ment, had confidence, which, he believed, was 
felt by the rest of the kingdom. He was 
assisted by seaior expert officers of the Royal 
Flying Corps, and it was the business of the 
War Office and of the Air Board to give him, 
so far as they could, all the aircfaft that he 
might require. It must not be thought for a 
moment that in saying that that Lord French 
had got all he would like. There was not a 
single nation who had got anything approxi- 
mately equal to tho aircraft they could use if 
they had them. There had, to be air adjust- 
ment, which was most carefully thought out 
between the demands of the various theatres 
of war. Whilst they were doing all they could 
to mee Lord French's demands, they wculd do 
exactly what the Germans wanted them to do 
if they deprived the battle front, In any part 
of the world. of aeroplanes in order to lock 
them up for use against raids which muighs 
never come off. They had to study the whole 
of the theatres of war, and adjust the machines, 
so far as they would go, to the requirements of 
each. With regard Lord Strachie’s se:oni 
question, he was sorry that it contained 
innuendo against, the officer in question, 
had dona extraord.narily good work in ths 
direction of giving warnings. As to the ques 
tion about air patrols, whatever steps the 
authorities might take for patrolling this king- 
dom, the last thing he could do was to publish 
information for the benefit of the Germans. 
They ought to keep such steps as secret as pos- 
sible The question of reprisals was the ono 
on which public interest was chiefly aroused. 

BOMBING BEHIND THE LINES. 

Continuing, he said that Lord Sydenham 
mentioned one matter which was not sufficiently 
known or recognised, and that was, the amount 
of bombing behind the enemy’s lines dome day 
in amd day out by cu airmen. Speaking on 
the authority of the head of the Fiying Corps 
in France, to whom he was talking on Friday 
last, he was well within the mark in stating 
that for every bomb the Germans dropped be- 
hind our lines we dropped a hundred on their 
lines. Our bombing was done with,» mWiitary 
object, and the whole country weuld associate 
itself with the expressions of Lord Crewe an 
Lord Knutsford, that we were not going :9 
try to imitate the German in his brutality, and 
that the idea of an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth, in the way of massacring women 
and children, was absolutely repugnant to this 
nation. (Cheers.) 

THE QUESTION OF REPRISALS. 

In any question of reprisals we must have a 
distinct military objective—not only the kiihng 
of soldiers, but the blowing up of bridges, 
munition works, railways, factories for the sup- 
ply of guns, etc. That was the right principie 
on which to go The Air Board was doing 
wonders in the direction of meeting the de- 
mand for aeroplanes. The one thing they 
must do, was not to tie the hands of the mili- 
tary authorities in makmg the best use they 
could of the machines they had, in order to 
bring the war to a successful conclusion. Ho 
was not one of those who wished to.see the war 
fought, on our side, with kid gloves. We had 
got to hit back; but we must let the mulitary 
authorities decide the best way in which to hit 
back. So far as the Government were con- 
cerned, they had given an absolutely free hand 
to the military authorities to use their air 
machines in whatever way they thought best to 
secure military success. Various other points 
had been raised. Not a day passed in which 
something further was not devised with a view 
to securing the greater safety of the country. 
Lord Sydenham thought that there was not 
enough close co-operation between the Army 
and the Navy. He could assure the House 
that at the present moment there was the 
closest possible co-operation, and steps were 
being taken by both departments to secure, not 
only defeace against aircraft, but that observa- 
tion which was so necessary in order to tg

our machines to rise in the air before th 
attacking forces actually arrived. There was no 
comparison between the cases of London and 
Paris, because, to reach Paris, German raiders 
had to pass over the French lines. Every- . 
thing that was possible was being done to 
secure the defence of London, and of the whole 
Kingdom. He did not know a more debatable 
subject than that of giving warnings. He 
honestly could not make up his mind which 
was the right metkod. There were grave argu- 
ments for and against. At a conference held 
that day, between the military, naval, and civ

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THE IRISH CONVENTION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Even at the eleventh hour is it too late 
to appeal to the All-for-Ireland Party and to 
the leaders of Sinn Fein to reconsider their 
refusal, to nominate representatives to the Con- 
vention? The governing words of the terms of 
reference are: “A Convention of Irishmen of 
all parties for the purpose of producing a 
scheme of Irish self-government.” Could any- 
thing be wider? The Prime Minister further 
jaid down: “ Every man who enters into the 
Convention is pledged to do his best as an 
Irishman, as a patriot, as a man of honour, to 
settle the controversy. . . . No proposal on 
any side for the better government of Ireland 
can be shut out from discussion under the 
terms of reference, and no one—I want to 
make this quite clear—by the mere fact of 
going to the Convention can be assumed to be 
pledged to the acceptance or the rejection of 
any particular proposal or method for the 
government of Ireland.” 

These definitions, which cover the whole 
ground and give to Irishmen of every school of 
thought the widest liberty and the utmost safe- 
guards, have not received the attention which 
the merit. Parties have sought to read the 
reference their own way; individuals are striv- 
ing to instruct the Convention what it is to do 
and how it is to do it. I wish to avoid both

students who entered the college for the session 
1916-1917 was , ! figure exhibited a serious 
decrease in the men, The decrease was 
largely to be to the acceptance of 
military service on the part of the young men who 
would otherwise have been in training. Through the 
kindness of the college authorities he had learned 
that they had been able to trace upwards of 100 
past and present students who had joined the Army, 
67 of whom received commissions, There was good 
reason to believe that the total number who had 
joined up must considerably exceed 200.
